Proposes National Bank Combine With 


$30,000,000 Capital, ad Fiscal Agent 


of Government. 


W ashington, Jan. 18.—Senator Nel­ 
son W. A ldrich's long awaited "plan 
for the revision of the national bank 
legislation," as he calls it, was made 
public bere. 
It does not contem plate the estab­ 
lishm ent of a central bank. It Is so far 
from w hat m ost people have expected 
from Mr. Aldrich that it may come to 
m any as a notable surprise. 
The plan was subm itted to the na­ 
tional m onetary commission, but Sen­ 
ator Aldrich was not at the meeting. 
F ar from recommending the institution 
of a central bank, Mr. Aidrich express­ 
ly disclaim s belief in it as calculated 
to meet the needs of the situation. 
W hat Mr. Aldrich does propose is 
the establishm ent of the "Reserve As­ 
sociation of America.” representing 
w hat might ’ ? (-ailed a federation of 
local associe, on* formed by national 
banks. The Rhode Island senator de­ 
clares the belief that the association, 
organized as he proposes, cannot be 
"controlled by am bitious m onetary in­ 
terests or dom inated by political in­ 
fluence.” 
Some of the Provisions. 
Bo well-knit is the scheme proposed 
th at it is difficult to state briefly the 
provisions of the plan; but these seem 
to be the essentials: 
At bottom, local 
organizations of 
representatives of banks, formed by 
not less than ten banks, each bank 
holding stock in the association in pro­ 
portion to its capital. 
Directors would be elected by these 
to the board of ‘‘branch" associations, 
one branch for each of the fifteen 
financial districts into which the Unit­ 
ed States would be divided. 
Each "branch” board would include 
a certain proportion of men not bank­ 
ers. but representing industrial, agri­ 
cultural, commercial and other inter­ 
ests. 
The “branches" in turn would elect 
to the reserve association proper direc­ 
tors, forty-five in all, among whom 
must also be a proportion of men rep­ 
resenting interests other than banks. 
There would be also six ex-offlcio 
members of this board, namely, the 
secretary of the treasury, the seer# 
tary of commerce and labor, the comp­ 
troller of the currency, and the gov­ 
ernor and two deputy governors (rf the 
association. 
The governor and deputy governor 
of the association would be appointed 
by the president of the United States 
and would be removable by him for 
cause. 
The association would be the princi­ 
pal fiscal agent and depository of the 
government, would fix from tim e to 
tim e the rate of ex* hang© or discount, 
aud eventually its notes would replace 
those of the national banks. 
Prim e commercial paper, passing up 
from the banks through the local as 
soclations aud branches, as well as 
honda of the governm ent, could be 
used as a basis for currency issue. 
New Scope For Banka. 
The plan contem plates also two new 
clauses of national banks, or depart­ 
m ents of banks, to receive savings and 
m ake loans upon real estate and also 
to be in effect national tru st companies. 
The system of m utual support by 
which 
the 
associations’ 
members 
would meet currency em ergencies is 
detailed at length. 
It is proposed to charter the Reserve 
Association of America with an mu 
thorized capital of approxim ately $300,- 
000,000. The length of the charter shall 
he fifty years, and the head office shall 
l*e in Washington. 
A national bank having a minimum 
capital of at least $25,000 may- sub 
scribe to capital stock of the reserve 
association equal to 20 per cent of the 
stock of the bank and not less, and 
each of such subscribing banks shall 
Income a member of a local associa­ 
tion. Fifty per cent of the subscrip­ 
tions to the capital stock of the re­ 
serve association shall be called in 
rash ; the balance of the subscriptions 
will remain a liability of the stock­ 
holders, subject to call. 
Share of the capital stock of the as­ 
sociation will not be transferable, and 
under no circum stances m sy they be 
owned by any corporation other titan 
the subscribing national bank. 
The earnings of the reserve asso 
elation shall be distributed in the fol­ 
lowing manner: 
After the payment of all expenses 
and taxes the stockholders shall re­ 
ceive 4 per cent. 
Further earnings 
shall be divided, one half to go to the 
surplus of the reserve association, un 
til that sui plus shall am ount to 20 per 
cent of the paid in (sp ital; onofourtb 
lo go to the governm ent, and one- 
fourth to the stockholders. 
After the stockholders receive 6 per 
cent per annum the earnings shall be 
divided, one half to be added to the 
surplus of the reserve association and 
one half to go to the government. Af­ 
ter the stockholders receive 5 per cent 
lier annum and the surplus amounts 
to 20 per cent, all excess earnings 
shall go to the governm ent. The mini­ 
mum dividends to the stockholders 
shall be cumulative.

SOME F A U L T Y STAN D ARD S. 
There Ia one serious criticism that 
can be fairly lodged not only against 
stock shows aa usually held, but also 
corn show s-nam ely, th a t the stand­ 
ards of excellence adopted for Judging 
tend to encourage the development of 
abnorm al and artificial rather than 
practical and normal tyiies attainable 
under every day anim al husbandry 
and agricultural conditions. The stand­ 
ards set up iu the fut stock show tend 
to the ruination for breeding purposes 
of all anim als exhibited, while the 
prize steer usually requires from two 
to four mime cows to put him in shape 
to carry off the blue ribbon. Ordinarily 
more attention 
Is 
directed 
In the 
prizes awarded to a pampered, un­ 
natural individual than to the produc­ 
tion of the best bunch of steers pos­ 
sible under conditions which are prac­ 
ticable in the average feed lot. 
In all 
too many corn shows the tendency is 
to encourage the growing of ears of 
corn of a fixed, artificial standard rath ­ 
er than of a type which will produce 
the largest numlier of sound ears—th a t 
la, the most m arketable corn—per acre 
in a given latitude. 
Those interested 
In the welfare of the stock and grain 
business as handled by the average 
man have noted these and sim ilar de­ 
fect* iu shows which have been held 
and are hoping for some change in 
standards which will offer greater in­ 
centive to the class of agriculturists 
most in need of encouragem ent and as­ 
sistance. 


W hile the old fashioned practice of 
distributing m anure by placing it .in 
piles iu the field when thrown from 
the wagou is fast going out of vogue, 
yet it is still practiced in some locali­ 
ties. It has much to condemu it from 
the standpoint of a loss of time, and 
still more because the fertilizing ele­ 
m ents leached out by rain and m elt­ 
ing snow are very unevenly distrib­ 
uted and a good share virtually w ast­ 
ed. 
The m anure spreader overcomes 
this difficulty nicely, doing more effec­ 
tive work than is possible by the m ost 
enactive band distribution.

8 MEN KILLED 
ON THEDELAWARE 


Wireless Reports Disaster on 
Warship at Sea.. 


NO OFFICERS WERE INJURED 


Dispatch Says All W ere Victims of 
8team , But 
Details Are 
Lacking. 
One Badly Hurl. 


W ashington, Jan. 18.—A serious ac­ 
cident occurred in the fireroom of the 
battleship 
Delaware, en route from 
Guantanamo, Cuba, to Hampton Roads, 
killing eight enlisted men and badly 
injuring another. No commanding offi­ 
cers were hurt. 
The accident was reported to the 
navy departm ent 
by Rear Admiral 
Marshall, commandant of the Norfolk 
navy yard, who forwarded a wireless 
message 
from 
Captain 
Charles 
A. 
Gove, commanding officer of the Dela­ 
ware. The dispatch said the men w. re 
burned by steam. 
The

follow: 
Charles Henry Harp, of Violet, Ky., 
fireman, first class;

White, of Vicksburg, Miss., fireman, 
second class; Columbus P orter W atts, 
of Fairm ont, Ga., fireman, first class;

Ixtwis Addison 
White, of 
Reaver 
Dam, Wis., coal 
passer; Clarence Dewitt, of New Flor­ 
ence, Tcnn., coal passer; Christen Jen­ 
sen, of Brooklyn, N. Y., w ater tender, 
and an unidentified man. 
Badly injured: Eugene Phillips, of 
W ashington, fireman. 
The cause ol the accident was not 
reported. Captain Gove promised to 
send a more complete report later to 
the navy departm ent. 
Captain Gove 
asked that a tug Im* sent from the Nor­ 
folk navy ysrd to Hampton Roads to 
take off the i*odt 
1 i f the victims of 
the accident and t i tr ulster Fireman 
Phillips, the only m ea injured, to a 
shore hospital. The victims of the acci­ 
dent suffered from burns caused by 
escaping steam.

Delaware had been detached 
from the Atlantic licet and ordered to 
Hampton Roads to transport 'the body 
of the late Senor Don Anibal Crus, 
form er Chilean m inister at W ashing­ 
ton, to his native country.

scheduled to leave about Jan. 31 for 
Valparaiso with the body, returning to 
the Atlantic coast next May. It Is not 
known at the departm ent whether the 
ship has been damaged sufficiently to 
make it necessary to choose another 
battleship for the trip to Chile.

The senat" immediately confirmed 
the nominations. Seperate ballots were 
taken in each house for senator.

Rep.), 5; William Flynn (Rep.), 2. 
Of a total of 201 votes cast In the 
house, Oliver received 147. 
The full 
ballot in the house was 
George T.

(Keystone), 2<>; 
J. Henry Cochran 
(Dem.), 20; Jam es E. Reilly, 3; George 
W. Guthrie, I; Joseph B. Cohen, Phil­ 
adelphia, I; W illiam ITT Berry, I. 
Secretary of State Knox, who had 
been placed in nomination by a Key­ 
stone member from Philadelphia, sent 
a letter withdrawing from the race.
